Inquiry, shall solemnize the marriage 
of any persdn who has been, or Is. the 
husband or the wife of any other per 
son then living, from whom he or she 
has been divorced for any cause acls 
Ing after marriage. 
But this canon 


shall not be held to apply to the In- 
nocent party In a divorce for .infidel- 
ity, provided, that before the applica- 
tion for such "remarriage a period of 
not less than one year shall havo 
elapsed after granting of such divorce, 
nnd that satisfactory evidence touch- 
Ing tho facts in the case, Including a 
capy of the courtV decree'nn\l record. 
If practicable, with mich proof that the 
defendant was personally served or 
appeared In the action, bo laid before 
tho.ecclesiastical .authority; and such 
ecclesiastical authority, having taken 
legal advice thereon, shnll havo do 
clared In writing that In his Judgment 
the case of the applicant conforms to 
tho requirements of this canon, nnd 
provided further that It shall, be with- 
In the discretion of nny minister to 
decline to solemnize any marriage." •
